BKLLE PLAINES* 
KLKfSUOff. 


Speculative Qaolo»y Employed to Ac- 


count lor the Wonderful Qey»er. 


DRS MoiNK8, la., Sept. 2.—The recent 


outburst at Belle Piaine of a powerful 
subterranean stream, caused by the sink- 
ing of an artesian well, excites great In- 
terest In Iowa. A number of successful 
drillings have been made In that place, 
but this last seems to have utiuck a fis- 
sure of s-reat size through which poured 
a stream of immense volume and force. 
A careful study of Iowa geology will 
furnish an explanation of the phenome- 
non. 
The town 18 situated in the vallej 


of the Iowa River, twenty to thirty miles 
south of the line ol outcrop of the Hamil- 
ton group of rocks. Tho Impervious 
limestone strata dips southward at an 
average of fifteen feet to the mile. At 
Belle I'laiue these rocks lie at a con- 
siderable depth, covered with shale, blue 
clay, surface drift, gravel and soil. The 
water trickles through tho sand and rock 
at the far 
northward, flowing down 


throuah fissures until It Is confined be- 
twecii the limestone beds and the super- 
incumbent mass of impervious blue clay. 
The pressure from the distant fountain- 
head Is very great. The Belle Piaine 
well was sunk through the clay aud 
friable material to the depth of about 
one hundred and eighty-live feet, and the 
force of the upward stream was sufficient 
to enlarge tho aperture, breaking through 
the shale and blue clay and throwing oat 
vast quantities of clay, sand and gravel. 
The other seven wells In Belle Piaine 
ceased their flow when the great geysei 
was struck. This indicates that there la 
n connection of fissures and a common 
fountain head at the north, nnd It roav be 
expected that there will in time be some 
decrease in the volume of the water. 


Wonderful Phenomena Wltneaied at 


Sea ou the Night of the Earthquake. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Officers ol the 


revenue cutter Ewlng, which arrived In 
Baltimore yesterday, relate the following 
remarkable experience In Lower Chesa- 
peake bay, on Tuesday night, about the 
hour the first earthquake shtcks were 
felt on land: Tho Ewing left Fortress 
Monroe on Tuesday-afternoon, and all 
went well until between 
eleven and 


twelve o'clock that night. At that time 
a strong gale came out from the north, 
catching the Ewlng iu the vicinity of 
Smith's Point. AH at once there was 
a 
strong 
nnd 
weird 
appearance 


about 
everything. 
Nothing 
looked 


natural. In the heavens the stars were 
shooting In all directions, and the break- 
ing aeas were charged with phosphorous 
to such a pronounced degree that no one 
on board recollected ever seeing such a 
display. The fixed stars seemed to move, 
nnd balls of flre first appeared on one bow 
then on the other, which Pilot Madigan 
thought were vessels' lights, and kept an 
anxious waich as he progressed. It was 
only when they became general that 
the 
pilot found 
they wore due to 


atmospheric disturbance. A haze pecu- 
liar to earthquake countries was visible 
along the horizon, and it excited the In- 
terest of Lieutenant Braun, who had had 
a thrilling experience under the same cir- 
cumstances at Aries, Pern, when, as an 
officer of the United States steamer 
Wateroe, he was carried ashore on that 
vessel by the gfeat tidal wave and earth- 
quake of 1868. During the strange pro 
ceeillng the Ewlng was brought to an 
anchor In Cornfield harbor at the mouth 
of the Potomac river. 


Another Unpleasant Surprise for Secre- 
tary Bayard. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. — Secretary Bay- 


ard had another unpleasant surprise in 
the public 
announcement that Judge 


Manning was to succeed Minister Jack- 
son at the city of Mexico. He desired to 
keep U a secret until Jackson was ready 
to start home. Manning, wlio can not 
keep a secret better than a woman, took 
up his headquarters at a summer resort 
ncnr this city, and confidentially told a 
Louisiana friend of his appointment. His 
Louisiana friend did not believe It, nnd 
telegraphed to a Washington correspon- 
dent to know If It was true. This was 
enough of n pointer to work on, and the 
next morning the whole country knew of 
Mamilhg's 
appointment, to Bayard's 


groat chagrin. The next man whom the 
State Department appoints to go to 
Mexico will have to .be deaf, dumb and 
blind, unable to rend and write, aud sign 
the temperance pledge.

Half the brick homes, which 
comprise over half the booses of the city, 
have the top story more or leas demolish- 
ed, but those houses that escaped that 
are perhaps worse 08, lor it is noticeable 
that nearly all that escaped the roof 
demollsbment, are cracked a little tn 
their front and at the middle window of 
the middle story, which shows that they 
ane all shaken from their very founda- 
tions and loosened in every Joist and 
joint. Certainly not a third of those 
shaken can be repaired. They will have 
to )>e pulled down and reconstructed 
from the very cellars. 


The loss Is variously; estimated at from 


010,000,000 upward?; but no living mau 
can estimate It within $5,000,000. The 
plan to help the city that is talked about 
to-night Is to get a loan of 910,000,000 
from the Federal treasury by an act of 
Congress, at a nominal interest, on houses 
reconstructed.

That 
the surface of the earth was distraught, 
however, Is cteariy to be seen for miles 
around Charleston, where yawning fis- 
sures are numerous. 


The people ar* not thinking of the fu- 


ture, to live the night through Is their 
sole thought. While the day laborers 
are hard put to for necessaries, there is 
really no absolute want of food, for am- 
ple money has been proffered to feed the 
whole town a month. Another shock Is 
dreaded, but there is every reason to be- 
lieve the end has come. Owing to the 
unsafe condition of all the houses, the 
people walk in the middle ol the streets, 
and all houses are deserted at nightfall- 
even one-story frame bouses. 
It will be 


fully a week before people recover their 
nerves and mental balance. In the mean- 
time all business and labor Is suspend- 
ed, aud people spend their time in knots 
in the middle of the streets. 


There were 101 .burial permits Issued 


yesterday, but, lor all the real destruc- 
tion, the cUy has not an air of gloom. 
The people are the pluckiest ever seen. 
They Buvely catyiot vet be awakened to 
the fact that this magnificent city is al- 
most a total wreck. Every park and 
square In the city Is Oiled with men, 
women and children, sleeping under tents 
Improvised from counterpanes, sheets 
and canvas stretched upon poles, erected 
at short hottce. Every one is afraid to 
trust the houses, lest another tremor 
should return and envelope them In a 
moss of debris and plaster and timber. 
The whole city presents the appearance 
of a tented field, upon which are resting 
human beings anxious to know what the 
next moment may bring forth. It is 
truly a curious sight that can not be 
portrayed in words, and yet so great is 
the elasticity of human nature, that all, 
young and old, seem perfectly contented, 
not realizing their losses and confident 
that In some way or another they will be 
provided for. 


The first train from Savannah came 


into the city yesterday afternoon three 
hours behind time. All along the line 
from Ravenal station, twenty-five miles 
distant, evidences of the terrible disaster 
are plainly visible. The earth Is cracked 
In numerous places and fissures, while 
not wide, of unknown and apparently un- 
fathomable depth. A bluish-gray sandy 
uii'.ci, of the consistency of paste, and 
evidently forced up from a depth,, far be - 
low the surface, is .to be seen on all 
sides, while the color of stagnant water in 
pools indicate that It oozed up from veins 
that would have never seea the surface 
except through some tremendous con 
vulslon of nature. The most singular 
phenomenon Is presented on the railroad 
between the city and Ravenal. Yesterday 
afternoon, only -half an hour after the 
freight tram had passed,the road bed was 
Intensely moved, causing the steel rails 
on the track to be twisted into the shape 
of the letter "S," delaying the passenger 
train fully an hour. No doubt this is 
caused by another sudden tremor of the 
earth, adding one more to the numerous 
vibrations that have excited general fear 
and anxiety during the past four days.

Tough on the Thief 


The question was recently raised 


whether a thief steals goods at retail or 
>y wholesale, npon a trial for larceny it 
appeared in evidence that the value of 
he booty if estimated at the current 
wholesale prices of the commodity was a 
trifle below the pecuniary limit which 
divides grand from petit larceny. At the 
customary price of the article when sold 
at retail, the value considerably exceeded 
ihat limit. The difference was very ma- 
;enal to the prisoner, for petit larceny 
could be punished by imprisonment for 
sixteenths, whereas grand larceny enti- 
ntled the convict to a sojourn of two 
years in the state prison. The jury was 
puzzled, and asked for further instruc- 
tions. The judge told them that if they 
were satisfied »s to the guilt of the pris- 
oner they should charge him the highest 
pnoe for the goods the evidence would 
warrant; that it was not the usage of any 
branch of trade to give favors in the way 
of rebates, discount, or* special rates to 
customers ot his description.
